brought into the house to demonstrate to me describe® as one used by the UJJB and made by 
the Army's signal Corps.

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he was my friend about . 0 years ago, checked his records, or had then checked while I 
was with him, and denied it happened. Hall had told me th&t he^d pulled some radical 
right strings there and had it wiped out and wa3 freed. 

It is now 30 years since Castro took power and these people* are still active doing 
the kinds of tilings they should never have done jind they still be/ieve it is right and 
proper and a form of true patriotism.

It should have been 
plural from the story, which may or may not have appeared in the Times and else-., 'here.

As you'll see there? is extensive? official corroboration in several countries, and that 
the military supplies provided by the CIA disappeared fign time to time and were used by 
extremists.
